Press.] Addie Stanton, Ella Hammond, 
Edward Meredith and Henry Herrmann 
were today arraigned in a crowded court- 
room, charged with having attempted to 
rob and kill Phil Daley, the sporting man, 
in a Fourth-avenue flat last Monday.

He did so, “Put on your hat,” ordered the 
detective, as he threw a white pocket hand- 
kerchief over his prisoner’ s face. The or- 
der was obeyed. Now say ‘throw up your 
hands,” said the detective. Meredith re- 
fused to obey this command, and stood 
silent and motioniess before his accuser, 
with his face covered. 

‘“That’s the man that shot me, I’m sure,” 
said Daley. 

Daley was then taken tothe ante-chamber 
on the other side of the courtroom, where 
the same scene was repeated with Herr- 
mann, Daley, after closeiy scanning tie 
prisoner, said; “He is just the build of the 
man that was with the other fellow.” 

At length the complaint and affidavit had 
been prepared and presented, and the two. 
men and two womeb were called upon the 
little platform so that they could face Judge 
Gorman. Daly stood near them and within 
one arm’s length of the man who came so 
near being his murderer.

The bill providing for the division of Cal- 
ifornia, introducéd in thé House by Repre- 
sentative Vandever, naturally provokes a 
good deal of discussion throughout the 
State, and the newspaper pulse of the north 
seems to be particularly unfavorable to any~ 
such legislation. The great, rich and pro- 
ductive southern counties, so rapidly in- 
crecsing in population and material pros- 
perity, they naturally object to have taken 
trom them and set-up an—independent 
basis. The Record-Union says: 

“Of course the right of lucal self-govern- 
ment ought to carry with it, and does, 
acquiescence to the desire of the peop'e so 
long as it conforms to the integrity of the 
Government.

Practical Infurmation from Mr. OC. 
Carlisle, tormerly Manager of 
the Oregon Rureau—Lessons for 
Los Angeles — Hints for Boards 
and Chambers,

clear and timely statement bearing 

upon a subject now before our people: 

THE PALMs (Cal.), Dec. 6. 
Ool. H. G. Otis, Editor of The Times— 

DEAR Sik: Taking a citizenship in- 

terest in the work of immigration pro- 

posed for Southern California, may I 

use your bridge of print to give some 

facts from’my report made to Gov. 

Moody and the Legislature of Oregon, 

relative to the work accomplished by 

the Immigration Board of that Siate. 

The rules and regulations adopted 
contemplated: 

First—The preparation of 
information that should re- 
liable, trustworthy, and commend 
itself by a conservative, practical tone. 

Second—A judicious distribution of 
that information. 

Third—To collect and have for’exhibi- 
tion to all newcomers the average spec- 
imen products. * 

Fourth—To keep in convenient and 
ready form alist of farm and other 
properties for sale or for rent, the fuil- 
est particulars regarding the same. 

Fifth—To meet the immigrant be- 
fore and upon bis arrival in the city; 


to make bim feel that at the boar 


rooms he would find a disinterested 
friend, whose business it was to look 
closely after the best interests of the 
stranger, to stand between him and 
those who would take advantage of 
him; to supply him with practical in- 
formation a els | his settlement in 
this State; to aid him in that settle- 
ment; to do all work gratuitously; to 
make him feel at home, safe. | 

‘We discriminated as far as was pos- 
sible in favor of that class of new- 
comers who could come with means 
and the inclination to enter upon the 
cultivation of the soil. We pointedly 
discouraged the coming of those who 
did not have money enough to carry 
them over the first year, independent 
of any income. ‘The literature sent 
out imparted all these f&cts, and so 
educated the new-comer that he was 
_ able to have an objective point in the 

State in view when he came to the 
rooms of the board; he had been told 
in this book of the location, the char- 
acter, the price of Jand, and when he 
arrived he could select from a list of 
1500 or 2000 farms. 

We felt that the most desirable re- 
sults would come from the overflow of 
the Western and Northern States, and 
it was in that region, through the 
help ot the managers apd general 
agents of railways operating there, that 
we distributed. our printed matter. 
At tbe rooms a mailing book was kept 
_ open, in which all visitors were re- 

quested to write the name and address 
of friends. In three years we added 
60,C00 names, and to each address sent 
a pbamphlet. This was supplemental 
to the general correspondence of the 
board. In to a request, all of- 

ficials receiving letters of inquiry sent 
them to the board for proper answer. 
While the board did not make a busi- 
ness of finding employment for any 
who might come, needing immediate 
work, we always had a list of vacant 
places for tarm hands, and it was of 
great benefit to both citizen and new- 
comer. Less than $100 paid all its ex- 
penses of taking care of needy new~ 
comers during three years of service.. 
the room we had.all county papers, 
county pampblets, draw- 
ings—everything of a descriptive na- 
ture that would impart reliable in- 
formation. Exaggerated descriptions 
found the waste-basket. The St:ite 
could not afford to mislead a single 
immigrant. Such aman could do more 
' injury to the State, in his locality back 
east; in a week, than the board could 
undo in 10 years. 

The help extended at the rooms did 
not stop there; it touched him in all 
- possible helpful ways; in seeking his 
friends; a location; shipment of his 
_ goods; in all these things the secretary 
or manager guided him, saving him 
time, worry and money. 

A single week’s trial showde very 
tlearly that the immigrant must be 
left to the care of the manager at the 
rooms of the board, that the plan of 
having the different county agents at 
these headquarters only resulted in 
dire confusion, confused and disgusted 
the newcomer. He was wanted by 40 
men at once and nobody had him in 
~the end. The State lost him and it 
lost the chance to deal with his friends; 
for he wrote them to steer clear of the 
place when they came on. A practical 
man as Manager, a gentleman who is 
capable, courteous and cheerful, can 
do all this meeting, greeting and help- 
ing ina way to make it a credit to the 
city and the State. The same reason- 
ing holds good in thecar. We found 
the practical thing was to put the car 
in charge of one man; aman who was 
the representative of the State board, 
making the others subordinate. We 
held him responsible; he did all the 
talking and the managing. We worked 
for the State.. The car contained de- 
scriptive pamphlets from all portions 
and localities. These were distributed 
on the journey, and performed the 
special service for each locality. They 
_-did.not quarrel and confuse and dam- 
. age the reputation of the State. 

A great help is the formation of 
country boards to work at the county 
seat or some convenient railway point, 
ifi conjunction with the State board or 
the chamber here in Los Angeles. It 
furnishes the manager or secretary 


with trustworthy and every way. re-|. 
e’sub-agents te whom he can con- | 


fidently send animmigrant. A prompt 
and energetic movement of this kind 
will greatly benefit the interior. it 
is not expensive, but it is 
efficient, practical. The county agent 


- can always keep the manager supplied |. 


with a list of’ desirable property for ex- 
hibition here at headquarters, and 
from which the stranger can makea 
choice. In this way all interior points 
are put on equal footing—on their 
merits. 

Let me give here some statistics 
taken from a journal which I kept asa 
regular daily work. I gathered these 
facts in a direct or indirect way of ask- 
ing questions of the newcomer. This 
report covers the time from April, 
1885, to October, 1£36:

folders in the English, German and 
Scandinavian languages, and seatvered 
them everywhere; equipped ,and sent 
out a magnificent car, whi¢h made the 
trip from Portland to Harrisburg, Pa., 
and return, stopping at- State and | 
county fairs, towns and cities; sent one 
agent to Europe for a short, but fruit- 
less, trip; answered letters by the thou- 
sand; met our immigrants and paida 
fair salary to the manager and his boy 
assistant. 

As shown by the statistics kept. $3000 


was the average sum in cash or banka- | 


ble paper in the hands of each immi- 
grant head of afamily. At this rate, 
as shown by data obtained from the 
newcomer, from the banks and from 
other sources, are added between 
$9,000.000 and $10,000,000 to the money 
circulation of the State in the two 
years. The last few months we 
a postal-card system, which gave facts 
for the newcomer, and in this way we 
found that the increase was more than 
half a million a month of actual pur- 
chase of farm property. As has been 
stated, the majority of these newcomers 
located on farms. They made new 
homes, opened up new avenues of 
business, expanded the resources of 
the State and added moral, social and 
financial strength to the State. 

We must meet these newcomers more 
than half way; show them more than a 
passing interest; get their confidence 
bv fair treatment; then make their set- 
tlement permanent.

Los Angefes, Utah and Atlantic Railroad. 


In the Founcil, yesterday, important. 
action was taken in the matter of the 
projected Los Angeles, Utah and At- 
lantic Railroad. The franchise applied 
for by that company was, after being 
amended, approved unanimously. It 
provides for 2 60-foot right of way, as 
particularly described in the ordinance, 
along the east bank of the river to the 
southerly boundary of the city; for the 
transfer to the company of city lands 
for depot, freight and other buildings, 
switches, etc.; for the construction of” 
a levee; for the completion and opera- | 
tion of the line from Long Beach to | 
this city before the deed to the city | 
lands transferred shall be turned over. 
to the company, and for building 
within four years to a connection with | 
some road coming southward from | 
Salt Lake City towards Los Angeles. |. 

The ordinance, as adopted, has an 
important saving clause, providing 
that ‘nothing herein contained shall 
be construed as granting an exclusive 
franchise to the Los Angeles, -Utah 
and Atlantic Railroad Company over 
any of the riglit of way herein granted; 
but any railroad one hundred miles in 
length shall have the privilege of the 
joint use of all tracks bwilt by the Los 
Angeles, Utah and Atlantic Railroad | 
Company, its successors and assigns, 
on the lands granted said railroad com- 
pany by the city, upon paying its pro- 
portion of the cost of all construction 
and improvements and maintenance.” | 

Other provisions for the crossing of 
streets, the construction of bridges, | 
viaducts and ditches for grading, sew- | 
ering, etc., are fade. 

The grant of the right of way is for 
fifty years, and is made forfeitable if 
the railroad company fails to comply 
with the previsions of the ordinance. 

The enterprise is one of great im- 
portance to the city and the coast, and, 


as strong assurances have been given 


wi the financial ability and good faith 
of its backers, there is ground for 
hoping that the work will be begun and 
put through according to contract. 

A new transcontinental line via Salt 
Lake, coming southward over the low 
passes of the Sierra, passing through 
the city of Los Angeles, and reaching 
the ocean at San Pedro harbor, will be 
a‘‘handy thing to have in the house.”

WASHINGTON, Dec, 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Ford Committee; on tre 
importation of contract labor, convicts and 
paupers, held a meeting this afternoon and 
deterthined not to visit San Francisco for 
the purpose of taking additional testimony. 
Representative Morrow of California, one 
of the members of the committee, was de- 
sirious that the committee should go to the 
Pacific Slope and investigate the Chinese 
question, but it was decided that this would 
take too much time. A _ sub-committee, 
consisting of Representatives Ford and 
Guenther, and« perhaps Col. Oates, will, 
however, go to Pittsburgh, Pa., and Provi- 
dence, R. J. The committee has already 
agreed to the general outline of its pro- 
posed bill. lt will make it a criminal of- 
fense fer immigrants of the proscribed 
classes to enter the United States, and their 
return, in case they should succeed in_ get- | 
ting into the country, will be provided for 
by effective legislation. The committee’s 
bill wili also require intending immigrants 
to give notice tothe United States Consular 
officers of their intention to come to this 
country, and will require them to secure 
immigration certificates from our repre- 
sentatives abroad as an essential pre- 
requisite to their landing at any port of 
the United States. The present tax of 50 
cents on every immigrant will be increased.

Several War-ships to Proceed to 
Wasuinaton, Dec. 7.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press,| Secretary Whitney this morn- 
ing admitted frankly that he ordered three 
naval vessels to get ready as soon as possi- 
ble to start for Hayti. He added: “The 
Haytian authorities referred the case of 
the seized steamer, the Haytian Republic, 
to this Government, We have reached a 
decision, and that, in short, is they have 
got to give her tp. Unfortunately the 


yellow fever broke out on the Boston while 
she was at Port-au-Prince, and compelled 
her to leave that climate.

The idea isto have them ready 50 
theyjcan sail direct to Hayti early next week. 
Orders. have also been issued for Kear- 
Admiral Luce, commanding the North At- 
lantic squadron, to transfer his flag from 
the Galena to the Richmond, and use that 
vessel as flagship of the expedition. 

Orders were issued this afternoon to tile 
commandant at the Norfolk Navy-yard to 
prepare the United States steamship Os- 
sipee for sea service as soon as possible. 
She will be sent to Port-au-Prince, unless 
something happens in the meantime to 
render it unnecessary. 

Secretary Endicott had an interview with 
Secretary Whitney this morning, and a 
rumor was started that it had been decided 
to send a number of troops to Hayti to as- 
sist the naval forces, but subsequently it 
was ascertained that there was no founda- 
tion for the report.

The 
position taken by this Governinent is un- 
derstood to be that as the Haytian author.- 
ties referred the arbitration of this case to 
this Government, they are virtually bound 
by its decision, and when they were in- 
formed by this Government that they had 
no legal right to seize and detain the 
Haytian Hepublic, they should have ac- 
cepted the situation and released the vessel. 
While they have not refused to do this,

ith electricity. Nextis the dining Car, 
the “Santa Monico,” one-half of which is 
devoted to kitcben and pantry. The range 
is very large, and there are a!l conveniences 
found in a first-class kitchen. The dining 
car is upholstered in velvet, old gold in 
color, and each table has a seating capacity 


of four. The two Pullman sleepers, 
“Khiva” and ‘“Rahula,”’ come next. 
These are elaborately fitted up. There 


is an electric light in each section,

A BIG, SEIZURE. 


Customs Officers Capture a Ship 
Loaded with sugar. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 7.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Collector J. S. Hager 
today seized the steamer Westmeath and 
her cargo of sugar, which arrived here from 
Jaya last Monday, consigned to the Ameri- 
can Sugar Kefinery of this city.. A duty 
amounting to%140,000 was paid on the cargo, 
which is valued at $400,000. The reason for 
the seizure is Stated to be that the quality of 
the sugar had been underestimated, and 
that the Government had been defrauded of 
about $100,000 duty due on the cargo. 

The warehouse of the company, where 
some of the sucar had been stored, was also’ 
seized, and, with steamer and cargo, placed 
in charge of customs officers under seal 
The sugar is supposed to have been colored 
in Java, where a very fine quality of sugar 
is made, which coloring gives an appear- 
-ance to the sugar of being a lower grade of 
sugar, and subject to a less amount of 


duty. 
This is the largest seizure ever made in 
this port, and the first cargo of sugar ever 


‘received from Java. The penalty attached 
. is confiscation of cargo and a fine ot 20 per 


cent. of its value. The steamer has been 
ordered out into the stream, where she now 
lies, in charge of customs officers.

If oil 
be not at hand, use any liquid that is 
not poisonous or corrosive. Water 
will probably be within the reach of 
every one, This is also more liable to 
float him out, too, than either sweet 
oil or glycerine. ©

the insect. Wecannot indorse this ad- 


alarming symptoms. When the move- 
ments of the intruder have been ar- 
rested, syringe the ear gently with 
warm water. All manner of insects 
and bugs have been found in the ear, 
but you can never tellin a given case 
who the rnde caller is that is knocking 
at the door of your brain till you have 
him out.
